Yesterday there was issued by the 
Finance Minister a "Statement of the 
Financial position of the Province on 
the let of January, 1876." The state- 
ment, altboueb Bbort, is so clear and 
comprebensiTe that the poorest intel- 
lect may grasp and understand it at a 
glance. Accompanying the statement 
is a return by the Chief Commissioner 
'which shows in a succinct form the 
expenditure of the Lands & Works 
^'Department on. public works during 
1875^' including amounts payable in 
1876 on unfinished contracts. The 
sums in.T6lTedtin the two statements 
reael»vifi& aggregate of three-quarters 
of a'.milliori; yet it is dealt with in only 
thr^;p^es of the "Gazette.' This 
fact wili surprise tboae readers who 
haTe.'Kbeii'aocustome^d to rack their 
brains over the utterly incomprehen- 
aiWe figiires thaf haye'^reached^^^'t 
from time to time from the Tarious de 
partments, in.the shape of Tellowbooks 
oompriaing frofm 100 to 200 pages 
eachr "The ,8tatepients before us, in 
their crear-cui and ^concise f orm.speak 
Toiumes for the industry land ability 
of the two Ministers from who8e'.„I).e' 
partments they have issued. Sca^jie' 
ly four days in office, the new Minis- 
ters have been enabled to lay before 
the country a statement ;;of fj7t^^^^^ 
and liabilities whi^h thbii^'-'p^jideoes^^^^ 
ors — although holding their pbaitibni< 
more than three years— whether from 
incapacity, or disinclination, had nC' 
Yer done. In proceeding to review 
the important documents before us we 
express the hope that the Government 
will take an early opportunity of plac- 
ing the statements in the bands of 
every taxpayer in the Province! The 
truth has been too long hidden. False 
balances too often struck. Fallacious 
stateoQents too frequently relied on as 
correct. The financial statement 
(which we print in another column) is 
one of the most startling exhibits of 
th9, condition of affain that b^^ pro- 
bablyibeen lai& before; any ' country. 
The amount of indebtedness that the 
late OcTernment contrived to pile up 
in three short years in accordande 
with the policy laid down by Mr.Duck 
at Alhambra Hall in 1874, when he ex- 
claimed, "I want to see money sown 
broadcast through the country," ought 
to satisfy even that highly imaginative 
political economist; but the indebted- 
ness is not the most alarming feature 
connected withivtbe statement. It is 
the absoluie d^fkit thai stares the nne Oae- 
tmment and the country in the/ace. If that 
deficit were one or two hundred thou- 
sand dollars, people would shake their 
heads sind exclaimj.,"Too> ba4I'' > But 
when it is shown to be FIYE HUN- 
DBED THOUSAND POLLARS, with 
the PUBLIC CREDIT EXHAUSTED, 
it would really seem as if an outburst 
of indignation must follow the expose. 
As we have already said, the late Gov- 
ernment came into power three years 
ago with a balance' to their credit. 
They resigned five days since leaving 
a legacy of indebtedness of $750,000. 
and an actual deficit of $502,228,36! 
"Who will now say that the chcijige 
came too . soon ? Too . soon; alas! it 
came almost too- late. The total 
amount of Pirovttieial indebtedness on 
loan account is $310,194. Of this snm 
$130,028 is owed to the Bank of Brit- 
ish Columbia; $80,000 to Sir James 
Douglas; and $150,000 to the Domin- 
ion Government. All these loans will 
fall-due within the next eight months. 
The amount due '(general) eontractors 
is $163,476.86; and the amount due, 
payable in 1876, on account of grav- 
mg dock contracts is $99,558. In 
;;tbese--;item8.v^e>ihaTe 'ft total liability 
of'3763;228.86.' Againat it is pat the Dom- 
inion subsidy for the 7ear,$210,000,and the 
revenue from local souroes, 8130,000, and 
wa have a total of assets of S330,GuO or 
$243,228.86 LESS than the liabilities. To 
this latter sum is added the expenses of 
government, a« per fititimateB of 1875, 
(8*259,000). and. the enomoos . deficit of 
$502,228.36 8tare8^~the' Province full iu 
the face. There is no dodging the reipon 
sibility of the hard, dry facts— the "in- 
exorable logic" of what we are to receive 
aud what we shall have to pay in 1876. 

Having brought the public fiioe to face 
with the deficit the Fiuanoe Minister re- 
tires leaving the ' prpbabje.;effedtJ 'bi; the 
■tate of afittif b"he hoB'scrably ' sltetbh'ed to 
the imagination of the reader. Well, what 
is the moBt natural deduction from the 
figures ? What uuwdcume faet presents 
itaelf most forcibly to the mind like "a 
damn'd spot that will not out 7" Why, 
that in tb* Btatement before ue 
there is no money , on hand for pub- 
lic improvements! No iiew'bridgeal No 
new roads! No works of any kindl 
And, worse still, not a dollar for the re- 
pairs that are found bo necessary every 
•erson in this country I Last year there 
wa* appropriated for public works the 
lar^e sum of $499,111. Thia sum, aa we 
laaiu from the Chief Commissionerla re-, 
port, htiB been exceeded, without proper 
authority, $144,708 78, showing a state 
of rottAuneas at the Lands and Works 
nnder it* late head that few persoqs ever 
dreamed of. This over-expenditure waa 
effected for election purposes— waa used 
to corrupt conetituenoieB, and being en- 
tirely illegal and unnecessary,' it may 
^Mft nrcoma a question for the' Gonrta 
(whether the men who saaotiaiitid it and 
{tor ,wboBe base purpeaea it^ vrat spent,
